Even the J ingoist Toronto News 
bravoly con fosses that “the National 
Policy as understood by the present 
government Is a dead duck,” and points 
out that the Central Farmers’Institute 
and the Dominion Trades and Labor 
congress have declared for free trade. 
The Tories have now no policy but 
bribery. They will continue to pur¬ 
chase constituencies with the peopled 
money. _ 

It is an excellent omen of coitoing 
success to find journals that have al¬ 
ways whipped into the government 
line on the day of battle, now openly 
preaching political independence. We 
do not take it as a sign of change of 
heart, for at the critical moment wo 
shall see them once more in the old 
place, and bringing all their power and 
influence to support the Conservative 
party. It, however, signifies that a 
change is coming over the people at 
large and that a large circulation can 
no longer be kept up by merely vilify¬ 
ing the Grits. 

If the returns of fche state elections 
held during the present month are to 
be regarded as an indication of the re¬ 
sult of the great Presidential contest 
which comes off in six weeks, the 
prospects for Mr. Harrison’s re-election 
are not very bright. In Alabama and 
Arkansas the Democrats held their 
ground, but in Vermont and Maine the 
Republicans lost heavily. In Vermont 
the Republican majority was cut 
down from 28, 000 to 17,000, and at the 
Maine election on Monday the Repub¬ 
lican inajoriy for the governorship was 
reduced from 1H.000 in 1888 and 11),- 
000 id 181)0 to 11,000. A similar re¬ 
duction throughout the Northern and 
western sections of the republic will 
give Cleveland an immense majority 
of the electoral vote. 


In his address opening the state fair 
at Syracuse, Govenor Flower of New 
York referred to the manner in which 
the farmers of the United States are 
being injured by the McKinley tariff, 
the American edtion of our own Foster 
tariff. He said : “In recent years the 
conditions of agricultural competition 
have radically changed, and the enor¬ 
mous body of citizens engaged in till¬ 
ing the soil are suffering the evils of 
serious depression in markets and 
prices. Their boys and girls are leav¬ 
ing the farms for the towns and cities. 
Distress is everywhere too prevalent.”

I.lttls Point* of Deportment. 

She is one of the nicest girls w’ho writos 
me. But she is a little mistaken about one 
thing. There it no necessity for apologiz¬ 
ing for asking a question that concerns her 
and her manner*. The people who 
never ask anything seldom know 
anything. Frequently our eyes edu¬ 
cate us; bnt I can understand how a 
bright girl prefers to know how to do the 
right tMng and not make any mistakes. 
Her questions are not trivial. One’s be¬ 
havior at the table is of great importance, 
for a person who does not knew how to eat 
properly, frequently takes away the appe¬ 
tite of her neighbor, a something which one 
has no right to do. So I am going to an¬ 
swer all her questions, believing that there 
are other girls who, while equally anxious 
to know what is right, are yet not willing 
to make themselves interrogation points and 
ask. 

About bread and butter. Itjis not proper 
to take a slice of bread, butter it and then 
bite off whatever you desire. Instead, 
bresk off a small piece of bread as you need 
it, butter it and eat it from your fingers. 
Radishes, olives, celery, a*paragus, long¬ 
stemmed berries, and most all fruits are 
also eaten from the fingers. When you eat 
asparagus, have the dressing put on one 
side of your plate, take the stalk between 
your first finger and your thumb, dip 
the end of it into the dressing, and lay 
the part that is not eaten in a neat 
way at one side of your plate. The 
daintiest way to eat nn orange is from a 
fork ; that is, the skin and its course white 
lining are pared off witli a sharp ,fruit 
knife, the orange is stuck on a fork* and 
is eaten exactly as one would an apple 
Cheese may be taken betweon the fingeiH.or 
it may be put on a bit of bread with a knife, 
and oaten on that, but a fork is not used 
with It. Artichokes are, of course, eaten 
with the fingers, each' leaf being dipped in 
the dressing. 

All pastry is eaten with a fork, and it is 
an inamlt to the cook to touch it with a 
knife. In fact, your knife has no use ex¬ 
cept for cutting, or buttering something, 
and when it is resting it should be luid side- 
Ways on your plate. Every vegetable can 
fie eaten With «» /° r ^» the use* of a spoon 
being limited to a few desserts and for your 
coffee or teacup, and lh«re its place L to 
repose in the saucer, Bouillon is drunk 
from the cups iu which it is served when 
it in jellied it in eaten with a dessert 
spoon. Nothing excuses the chasing tf 
a small particle of someth iug to 
pat around your plate to |ioli»l 
it up. The old idea that one must eat 
everything MlM IS given tonne no Inngo* 
exists, and the result js that children ar« 
■ot mode gluttons. In drinking, reroembet 
lo hold your goblet or w ine gloss by tin 
stem, and not by the bowl. While water¬ 
melon i* eaten with a fork, canteloupe has 
served with it a dessert s|>oon. As it i* 
cpstomaiy, nowadays, to ha\e the salt 
serypd in qpeq salt cellars, it may be men¬ 
tioned that in helping ofle> self the salt 
should be put near the outer edge of one’s 
plate In leaving the tablo it is not neces¬ 
sary to fold your napkin; instead, just os 
you rise lay it on the table. I think I hare 
apewered all the questions of my interroga- 
fcon poipt, and 1 applaud her for the asking 
wfeaf she would do wheq at the tabls.
